SPEAKING  over  lh<»  national  radio  nel- 
work  from  Vancouver  on  the  evening 
of  July  9.  Prime  Minister  St.  Laurent 
outlined  the  policies  of  the  Liberal  admin- 
istration on  a number  of  issues,  including 
Dominion-provincial  relations  in  their 
constitutional  and  other  aspects.  In  this 
address  Mr.  St.  Laurent  claimed  for  the 
federal  government  the  “right"  of  direct 
taxation,  which  the  Dominion  now  lea.ses 
from  all  provinces  save  one  in  Canada. 
What  was  really  being  lea.sed  from  the 
provinces,  the  prime  minister  aaserted. 
was  their  non-intervention  in  the  lax 
fields  allotted  to  them  under  the  BNA 
Act  The  official  text  of  the  speech  had 
two  highly  significant  passages  in  thus 
connection,  which  we  quote: 

“My  second  topic  is  federal-provincial 
relations.  To  win  the  last  war  we  had 
to  stretch  almost  to  the  limit  the  taxing 
power  a.sslgned  by  the  Fathers  of  Confed- 
eration to  the  federal  parliament:  and  to 
do  80,  wartime  tax  agreements  were 
made  w'ith  all  of  the  provinces.  When 
the  war  ended  the  Liberal  government 
offered  to  make  peacetime  tax  rental 
agreements  on  a much  more  favorable 
ba.<us.  not  to  get  from  the  provinces  the 
right  to  use  those  tax  field.s — the  federal 
government  has  that  right  by  the  con.sti- 
tution — but  to  Induix*  the  provinces  to 
refrain  temporarily,  for  adequate  annual 
compensation,  from  exerci.sing  the  rights 
they  also  have  to  use  the  same  lax  fields. 

•'  . . . My  third  subject  is  the  Cana- 
dian constitution  It.self.  Because  of  our 


action  after  the  la.sl  election,  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada  now  ha.s  the  right  to 

amend  the  constitution  of  Canada,  by  it-  - 

self.  In  all  matters  which  an*  exclusively  ...  *1  i 

of  federal  concern.  But  Canada  today  is  A Iqijq 

thp  nnlv  imoortant  nation  which  does  not  * 


the  only  important  nation  which  does  not 
have  the  pow’er  to  amend  its  constitution 
in  all  respects.  We  Liberals  liclieve  that 
there  should  be  a method  of  amending  the 
constitution  in  all  respecst  here  at  home. 
when<*ver  amendments  are  desired.  But 
such  a method  must  be  w’orked  out  in 
co-operallon  with  the  provincial  govern- 
ments. I hope  the  day  will  .soon  come 
when  the  authorized  spokesmen  of  all  the 
provinces  will  be  able  to  agree  on  a method 
of  amending  the  con.stitution  here  in  Can- 
ada which  will  give  full  protection  to  pro- 
vinc’ial  autonomy-  -iierause  I do  not  believe 
any  rights  given  to  the  provinc'es  by  the 
ron.stitulirtn  can  or  should  be  taken  from 
them  without  the  consent  of  the  appro- 
priate provincial  authoritu's  . . " 

Mr.  St.  Laurent  has  either  said  too 
much,  or  too  little.  What  changes  in 
Canada’s  con.slltution  are  the  Liberals 
asking  a mandate  for  now.  or  are  they 
to  be  jast  changes  in  blank?

Making  Sure  of  a Ballot 


According  to  Mr.  Nelson  Caston- 
quay.  chief  electoral  officer  for  Can- 
ada, more  people  than  ever  before  are 
making  sure  their  names  are  on  the 
voter*’  li-sta.  He  speaks  from  Ottawa,  but 
If  his  view  reflects  an  upsurge  of  Interest 
all  across  the  country  this  Ls  an  encourag- 
ing factor  of  next  month’s  election. 

In  the  midst  of  election  campaigns  one 
might  easily  get  the  impression  that  not 
a single  soul  would  ever  pass  up  the 
chance  of  ca.stlng  a ballot.  There  is  fre- 
quently so  much  fu.si  and  excitement,  a 
welter  of  conflicting  opinion,  that  super- 
ficially it  looks  as  though  every  eli^ble 
voter  would  automatically  prize  the 
privilege  he  has  of  endorsing  or  removing 
the  government  that  in  many  particular 
ways  rules  hi*  personal  life.  That  this 
is  not  so  the  percentage  vote  on  election 
day  too  frequently  makes  clear. 

It  is  not  enough  simply  to  ensure  that 
one’s  name  I*  on  the  voters’  list,  however, 
although  this  initial  step  should  he  taken 
by  every  Intelligent  dtlzen.  After  that 


there  is  the  bu.sines.s  of  casting  the  ballot, 
and  the  apathy  .sometimes  shown  in  this 
conmx'tion  is  in  many  a community  noth- 
ing short  of  astounding.  One  saspects  too 
that  some  of  those  who  talk  loudest  dur- 
ing a campaign  do  not  follow  their  bent 
right  through  to  the  polling  booth. 

It  Ls  a common  .siiying  that  If  people 
do  not  take  the  trouble  to  vote  they  de- 
serve whatever  government  the  ballots 
impo.se  on  them,  and  the  truth  of  that 
maxim  cannot  be  denied.  An  election,  any 
election  whether  it  be  municipai,  provincial 
or  federal,  warrant*  a more  positive 
approach  than  that,  however.  It  should 
be  the  keen  aim  of  every  voter  to  hav'e 
hi*  say,  to  cast  his  ballot  without  fear 
or  other  than  his  own  favor,  and  to  lake 
pleasure  in  so  doing. 

A prerequisite  of  this  is  of  course  to 
get  one’.s  name  on  the  voters’  ILst.  and  It 
is  to  be  hop«*d  that  voters  in  this  area 
are  among  those  who  have  evoked  the 
commendation  of  Mr.  Ca*toT>quay.  Faulty 
enumeration  Is  another  matter,  and  there 
the  electoral  officers  remain  responsible. 


Loyalty  Knows  No  Price 


REC?:NTLY  an  American  on  a visit  to 
the  United  Kingdom  wrote  in  a.ston- 
lahment  of  the  small  salary  p»W  * 
British  ex-army  officer  oi'cupying  a posi- 
tion placing  him  In  pos.session  of  Informa- 
tion of  the  utmost  secrecy  relating  to  the 
war  In  Korea.  Too  old  for  employment  in 
the  permanent  civil  service,  this  former 
soldier  Is  engaged  as  a temporary  clerk  at 
a salary  equivalent  to  SIR.75  a week, 
which  may  seem  small  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  but  is  not  far  out  of  line  with 
the  British  average  for  comparable 
civtllan  employment. 

The  American  writer  was  profoundly 
disturbed  to  find  that  secret  Information 
about  the  mobilization  of  United  Slates  as 
well  a*  British  forces  In  Korea  was  en- 
trusted to  one  so  lowly  paid.  What  Ls 
really  disturbing  U the  writer's  apparent 
belief  that  individual  loyalty  is  something 
which  has  to  be  bought  for  money.  That 


is  an  attitude  of  mind  which  probably 
would  have  a.sloni.sbed  the  ex-offit'cr, 
quietly  going  about  the  basiness  of  filing 
security  documents,  far  more  than  the 
siz.e  of  hLs  salary  astonished  the  American. 
Knowing  the  breed,  one  can  imagine  his 
reaction.*  if  anyone  were  to  .suggest  that 
faithfulness  to  his  country  should  be 
measured  in  dollar* — or  In  pounds,  shil- 
lings and  ponr'e. 

It  is  the  state  of  mind  betrayed  by  the 
visitor  to  l^ondon  which  seem.s  to  reflect 
one  of  the  root  causes  of  America’s  own 
troubles  in  maintainirtg  loyalty  and  secur- 
ity at  home,  and  which  may  account  in 
part  for  lack  of  understanding  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  integrity,  individual  as  well  as 
national,  which  are  the  strength  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  If  the  visitor  is  worried 
about  the  safely  of  military  secret*  in  the 
hands  of  that  old  soldier,  he  might  try 
bribing  them  from  him;  but  it  would  be 
prudent  to  stand  well  back  when  doing  so

Now  and  again,  however,  at  Ihi* 
season  of  year  some  young  animal 
fad*  to  appreciate  the  bailc  law  of 
the  wilderness.  Some  baby  raccoon 
or  cottontail  meet*  a little  girl  or  a 
Id^year-old  boy.  And  contrary  to  all 
the  wisdom  of  It*  fathers.  It  submits 
In  the  friendly  advances  of  iha 
dreaded  human,  and  become*  a pet.

And  in  six  week*, 
when  the  holiday  eea*on  U over  and 
everybody  pack*  up  and  goes  home, 
leaving  the  wilderne**  to  Us  natural 
device*  once  more,  the  pel  marches 
Into  Ihe  first  trap  It  meets,  or  walk* 
unconcernedly  Into  tlie  path  of  ih# 
hunter  who  will  be  abrevsd  in  10  more 
weeks.  To  make  a pet  of  an  animal 
Is  to  doom  it. 

The  field  naturallrt*  derlsre  that 
w'hat  appears  to  be  a lost  Infant  ani- 
mal l*  not  lost  St  all.  but  that  when 
the  human  approaches  th*  baby, 
which  ha*  strayed  into  the  open,  wild 
mother  eyes  are  watrhtng  In  panfe. 
Extremely  young  deer  fawns  have 
often  been  known  to  follow  a human 
being;  and  this  U construed  as  mean- 
ing the  fawn  has  been  abandoned. 
The  probability  the  almoat  cer^ 
l*lnly--la  rather  that  a very  live  d<w 
is  hovering  frantically  but  oh  so 
silently  around  the  InrmedUle  vkinity 
of  the  apparently  wandering  baby. 
Wild  Infant*  should  be  left  wild, 
to  grow  up  In  Ihe  natural  abhorrence 
of  the  human  species.

The  sensitive  human  nose 
should  be  able  to  dis^minate 
at  least  lO.OUO  distinct  odors. 

Theoretically  the  num- 
ber might  run  as  high 
as  16.0(X*.OUO.  according 
to  one  theory. 

Still,  nobody  knows 
Just  how  anybody  Is 
able  to  smell  anything. 
Recent  research  lo  this 
field  is  iununarized  in 
the  American  Chemical 
Society's  Journal  of  Ag- 
riculture and  Food 
Chemistry. 

The  Inner  lining  of  the  no*e 
is  supposed  to  contain  as  many 
as  ID, 000.000  olfactory  receptors 
connected  to  the  brain  by  100,- 
000  nerves,  according  to  a re- 
port by  Dr.  James  B.  Cuniner 
of  Cornell  University.  StlU  un- 
known  is  the  me^'hanism  by 
'which  a tmell  Is  able  to  activate 
any  of  the  receptors  to  start  a 
nerve  Impulse. 

Recent  experiments.  Dr.  Sum- 
r>er  reports,  have  pretty  well  dis- 


proved the  theory  that  mlor  Is 
a kind  of  Invisible  light  far  la 
the  Infra-red  part  of  the  -pew 
tnim.  which  activate*  the  nose 
receptor*  about  the  way  'i-'ble 
light  does  the  rods  and  cone  of 
the  eye.  True  enough,  e\ery- 
thing  that  smells  sends  ou'  in- 
fared  ray*.  But  the  exj»erV 
ments  show.
